WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—-Stephen 
T. Early, White House secretary, 
declared today that “undoubtedly 
there will be an investigation by 
the Government” to discover 
whether an official furnished 
the Non-interventionist Chicago 
Tribune with a purported “confi- 
dential report” to the President by 
he joint Army and Navy high 
command, calling for American ex- 
peditionary forces aggregating 5,- 
000,000 men by Juiy 1, 1943, for a 
final land offensive against Ger- 
many and its satellites and en- 
visioning total armed forces of 10,- 
045,658 men, _ 
The publication was made in a 
copyrighted article by Chesly 
Manly, a Washington correspond- 


ent of the Tribune. It appeared 
also this morning in the late edi- 
tion of the Washington Times 
Herald, which is owned by Eleanor 
Patterson of the McCormick-Pat- 
terson publishing family. 

The copyrighted article contained 


aportions of the text of the pur- 


ported report, including what was 
said to be a-letter from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt directing Secretary 
of War Stimson to take the ini- 
tiative in conference by Army and 
Navy officials with Harry L. Hop- 
kins, lease-lend administrator, to 
explore at once “the over-all pro- 
duction requirements needed to de- 
feat the potential enemies of this 
country.” 
Washington Reaction. 

The Chicago Tribune’s article 
Caused a furor in the White 
House, Army, Navy and OPM cir- 
cles. The Department of Justice 
began a study of the statutes to 
determine whether the law had 
been violated by the Tribune or 
its informant. Officials privately 
conceded the truth of the article. 


’ On this point Early said: “I have 


not talked to the President about 
the story and I am in no position 
to confirm or deny it. I will say 
that there are two branches, one 
in the War Department, one in the 
Navy Department, known as War 
Plans Divisions. It is their duty 
even in peacetime to study and 
devise plans for all possible emer- 
gencies. Even the most improb- 
able situations are studied and 
planned. 

“An unlimited national emer- 
gency has been declared. If they 
lack plans to meet this emergency 
or any phase of it, they would be 
guilty of inefficiency and if the 
President permitted them to face 
an emergency without plans, he, 
too, would be guilty of negligence.” 


Blames Informant. . 

Early blamed the Chicago Trib- 
unes informant more than the 
hewspaper itself, although the 
Tribune has been perhaps the most 
bitter critic of the President’s do- 
mestic and international policies.

Roosevelt addressed to Secretary of War Stimson on July 9, the 
President was quoted by the newspaper .as writing:

“My dear Mr. Secretary: 

“I wish that you, or appro- 
priate representatives desig- 
nated by you, would join with 
the Secretary of the Navy 
(Frank Knox) and his repre- 
sentatives in exploring at once 
the over all production require- 
ments required to defeat our 
potential enemies. 

“I realize that this report in- 
volves the making of appro- 
priate assumptions as to our 
probable friends and enemies 
and the conceivable theaters of 
operation which will be re- 
quired. I wish you would ex- 
plore the munitions and mech- 
anical equipment of all types, 
which, in your opinion, would 
be requireed to exceed by an 
appropriate amount that which 
is available to our potential 
enemies. : 

“From your report we should 
be able to establish a munitions 
objective indicating the indus- 
trial capacity which this nation 


will require. I am not suggest- 
ing a detailed report but one 
that, while general in scope, 
would cover the most critical 
items in our defense, and which 
could then be translated by 
the OPM into practical realities 
of production tacilities, 

“It seems to me that we need 
to know our program in its. en- 
tirety even though’ at a later 
date it may be amended. I be- 
lieve that the confidential re- 
port which I am asking you to 
make to me would be of great 
assistance not: only in the effi- 
cient utilization of our produc- 
tion facilities, but would afford 
an adequate opportunity for 
planning for the greatly in- 
creased speed of delivery which 
our defense program requires. 

“I am asking Mr. Hopkins to 
join with you in these confer- 
ences. I would appreciate it if 
the Secretary of War could take 
the initiative in these confer- 
ences.”

Michener Seeks Delay on 
New 8-Billion Appropria- 
tion and Questioning of 
Gen. Marshall. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).—/| 
The House began debate on an'| 
$8,243,839,031 supplemental defense 
supply bill today over protests by 
Representative Michener (Rep.), 
Michigan, that it should be delayed 
until the House had further in- 
formation about a story in the Chi- 
cago Tribune saying the high com- 
mand had a plan for sending an 
A. E. F. of 5,000,000 men against 
the Axis. 

Michener said the Appropria- 
tions Committee should call Gen. 
George C, Marshall, Army Chief of 
Staff, for questioning on the mat- 
ter before bringing the huge new 
defense fund to the House floor. 

“The country is entitled to the 
information,” Michener said, “be- 
cause the matter is so important.” 

Earlier, he told the House the 
Tribune account of the so-called 
“war plan” stated the pending bill 
contained a $1,300,000,000 “blank 
check for an A. E. F.” 

Opening the formal debate on 
the bill, Chairman Cannon (Dem.), 
Missouri, of the Appropriations 
Committee said flatly there had 
been “not the slightest intimation” 
from Official sources during secret 
hearings on the measure that any 
plan was in existence or prepara- 
tion for using American troops 
outside the Western Hemisphere.. 

Cannon said the United States 
had adopted the policy of furnish- 
ing munitions to help defeat the 
Axis powers and declared it was 
unthinkable that Congress, could 
now “sit back and do nothing 
about it.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP).— 
Announcement by Vice-President 
Wallace today that the House anti- 
strike bill would be referred to 
the Senate labor rather thdn Judi- 
ciary ‘Committee lent emphasis to- 
day to speculation that the drastic 
measure would be greatly modi- 
fied. 

Admittedly the legislation passed 
unexpectedly by the House late 
yesterday by a nearly 2-to-l mar- 
gin was hard-boiled, and Senators 
forecast their chamber would re- 
lax some of its provisions and let 
a conference committee draft in 
final form the legislation intended 
to avert defense strikes. 

Ordinarily bills which © have 
passed the House are referred to 
committees without comment by 
the Vice-President, but he read the 
Senate an announcemeft: that the 


‘strike measure would not go to the 
Judiciary Committee, 


which ap- 
proved the so-called Connally bill 
to permit Government seizure of 
strike-closed plants. 

Expects Report by Monday. 

Senator Hill (Dem.) Alabama, 
the Democratic whip, said he ex- 
pected the labor committee to be- 
gin consideration of the House 
measure shortly and to report it to 
the Senate before Monday. 

There were reports that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had advised his 
legislative aids at today’s White 
House. conference to give detailed 
study to Canadian labor laws be- 
fore acting finally on a measure 
to curb defense strikes. 

The Canadian laws were de- 
scribed as outlawing jurisdictional 
strikes and fixing. wage levels 
pegged to the cost of living. 

The plant-seizure bill, Wallace 
said, was referred to the judiciary 
conimittee at the request of its 
author, Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, because it involved the 
seizure of property. 

There would be, Wallace said, 
“No basis whatsoever” for re- 
ferring the House bill to the Judi- 
ciary Committee. Even if the 
House bill contained property 
seizure provisions of the Connally 
bill, he added, there would be a 
“real. question of propriety” in 
sending it there because it dealt 
with labor relations.

LONDON, Dec. 4 (AP). — Rus- 
sian troops were reported today 
to have driven the Germans be- 


yond Taganrog in a scattered and 
disorganized rout and knocked out 
virtually four Axis divisions (40,- 
000 to 60,000 men) in the counter- 
offensive on the Southern front. 
The ‘drive beyond Taganrog, 40 
miles west of Rostov, was an- 
nounced in a Kuibyshey dispatch, 
which said that the Nazis were in 


the Sea of Azov. 

Russians fighting through fierce 
winds, bitter cold and snow 680 
deep as to stall their own motor 
units also claimed fresh gains in

Reds Attack in Klin Area. 


The German offensive against 
the capital front is slackening, the 
Communist party . newspaper, 
Pravda of Moscow, reported. It 
said the Nazis actually had passed 
to the defense in the Klin area 
north of Moscow and that a see- 
saw battle was in progress in the 
Volokolamsk’ area northwest of 
the capital. 

The Russians were said to have 
occupied several villages around 
Volokolamsk while being forced to 
yield others. 

The situation was said to be 
“most serious” in the Mozhaisk 
sector 57 miles west of Moscow, 
with the Germans trying to move 
eastward between the Voloko- 
lamsk-Mozhaisk highways. 

Nazi plans to cut off Leningrad 
from the east were declared to 
have been frustrated by Russian 
soldiers ‘who killed more than 
6000 invaders, destroyed 32 tanks 
and recaptured several more vil- 
lages in the vicinity of Tikhvin, 
railway town east of Leningrad. 


Two Divisions Reported Taken. 
Russian troops were reported to 
have captured two Italian divi- 
sions which the Germans, falling 
batk west of Rostov, had thrown 
into the path of the Soviet drive. 
The Moscow radio said Col. 
Gen, Ewald von Kleist’s rear 
guard was attempting a desperate 
delaying action in the suburbs of

State Superintendent 


King Says School. of 


Future Will Aid Individual From Age 3 
Throughout Life. 


Importance of the average citi- 
zen’s contribution to education 
was stressed by Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell today in a talk on “Edu- 
cation and Missouri’s Future,” at 
the opening general session of the 
seventy-ninth annual convention of 
the Missouri State Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, at Municipal Auditorium. 

The voters, he pointed out, can 
see that adequate school funds are 
provided, co-operate with parent- 
teacher organizations and alumni 
groups, hold offices on school 
boards, and elect public officials 
who will advance the school sys- 
tem, | 

“But,” he added, “education is not 
confined to the school. The most 
effective teacher in the life of a 
child, is frequently, and, many be- 
lieve, is usually, the mother or fa- 
ther.” Parents, he said, must give 
their children conscientious and 
thorough training in such funda- 
mentals of good citizenship as hon- 
esty, cheerfulness, thoroughness; 
the desire to be of service, patriot- 
ism and reverence. 

The floor seats and lower bal- 
cony of the Convention Hall were 
filled as the session began, but the 
upper balcony was empty. 

King Emphasizes. Future Needs. 

Lioyd W. King, State Superin- 
tendent of Schools, who also ad- 
dressed the general session on the 
theme of future education in Mis- 
souri, urged the educators to con- 
sider carefully the future peeds of 
the school system and be prepared 
to present a basic framework for 
Missouri’s educational system if a 
constitutional convention is held 
in 1943. 

The question of calling such a 
convention will be submitted to 
voters in November, 1942. 

At present, he said, there are 
certain specific trends in educa- 
tion that give clews to future 
needs. 

Among these tendencies, he went 
on, are the assumption of greater 
responsibility by the State, con- 
solidation of school districts to 
create larger administrative units, 
increased enrollments in upper 
school levels and in evening 
classes, greater professionalization 
of teachers, and increased empha- 
sis on vocational training. 

Another current trend is the 
articulation of schools with the na- 
tional defense program, he said. 
Missouri schools have trained. 50,- 
000 persons for defense work, and 
have put increased emphasis on 
physical education, training for de- 
mocracy, and conservation of re- 
sources. ; 

School of the Future. 

“The school of the future,” he 
declared, “will provide a general 
education for all children and a 
specific education in preparation 
for an occupation. 

“It will begin the training of 
children at two or three years 
of age and will continue to offer 
service through life. Not only will 
the school offer guidance and 
training for youth, but it will offer 
guidance and training service to 
adults long after the end of their 
formal schoo] training. 

“The school of the future not 
only must actively continue to 
teach the principles incident to a 
democratic society, but it must ac- 
tually afford laboratories of demo- 
cratic practices. It must become 
alive to the economic and social 
problems which confront society 
and afford opportunities to citizens 
for obtaining the facts in relation 
to these problems and in facing 
them rationally.” 

Three Awards Given. 

R. M. Inbody of St. Louis, retir- 
ing president of the association, 
presented Distinguished Service 
Awards—bronze medals—to three 
persons at the general session. 

The recipients were Miss May 
Green, for 50 years a teacher in 
Cape Girardeau schools; Dr. Claude 


Anderson Phillips, professor of 


education at the University of 
Missouri and director of training 
in the university laboratory school 
for teachers, and Thomas J. 
Walker of Columbia, who retired 
last year as executive secretary of 
the Missouri State Teachers’ As- 
sociation. 3 | 

The general sessfon was followed 
by five divisional meetings, on ele- 
mentary education, secondary edu- 
cation and extra-curricular activi- 


ties, rural education, college and

university education, and vocation- 
al education. 
Thinks Americans Too Soft. 

A warning that Americans have 
become too soft, and need rigorous 
discipline to rebuild their physical, 
mental and moral strength, was 
sounded by’Dr. Jay B. Nash, pro- 
fessor of education at New York 
University, in the meeting on ex- 
tra-curricular activities. 

“We have developed literally a 
generation of button pushers and 
lever pullers,” he said. “We even 
have a mania for Saturday after- 
noon sitting, where 22 physically 
over-developed athletes entertain 
millions of people who have scarce- 
ly the power to stand erect. Our 
college students from upper eco- 
nomic level homes have less phys- 
ical stamina than the sons of 
sharecroppers.” 


Guidance programs in elemen- 
tary schools, which formerly con- 
cerned only the maladjusted or 
problem child, now are focussed 
on the problems and developments 
of normal children, it was pointed 
out by Dr. Margaret E. Bennett, 
director of guidance in Pasadena 
(Cal.) schools, who addressed the 
divisional meeting on elementary 
education. 

A child’s personality cannot be 
grasped by a cross-section study 
made at one time, Dr. Bennett 
said, but can be understood only 
when a series of studies is made 
to disclose developing trends. 

Frustration of normal desires 
is the cause of much anti-social 
behavior, she said, adding, “Hit- 
ler’s crusade of hate has been in- 
terpreted as having its inception 
in a youth of frustration, and the 
Germany of today is more fertile 
soil for an aggressive dictator be- 
cause of the sting of her defeat 
and humiliation in 1918.” 

Increased knowledge of chil- 
dren’s physical condition, and 
growing knowledge of general 
trends in personality development 
at various age levels, are helping 
teachers in their guidance pro- 
grams, she concluded. 

In a meeting of the associa- 
tion’s Assembly of Delegates yes- 
terday, Dr. John Rufi, professor 
of education at the University of 
Missouri, was elected first vice- 
president of the association. He 
will automatically become presi- 
dent at next year’s convention. . 

E. A. Elliott, Joplin school su- 
perintendent, is first vice-presi- 
dent now and will take office as 
president Saturday morning, suc- 
ceeding Inbody, who is assistant 
principal of Roosevelt High School. 
Mrs, Gladys Magee, Johnson 
County superintendent of schools, 
was elected second vice-president 
yesterday and Miss Ernestine 
Ernst, a teacher in Moberly Junior 
College, third vice-president. 

A commercial exhibition of sev- 
eral thousand educational aids, 
such as textbooks, typewriters and 
verb conjugation forms, is on view 
at Municipal Auditorium. The dis- 
play includes a series of photo- 
graphs demonstrating the 20 pur- 
poses of education, as seen by the 
St. Louis Board of Education. 
Many of the photographs are from 
a layout previously published in 
the Sunday Pictures section of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Several allied organizations are 
holding concurrent conventions, 
and many luncheons, dinners and 
teas ‘have been scheduled by alum- 
ni groups and various departments 
of the Teachers’ Association.

FALLS INTO RIVER: 
TEN MEN MISSING 


About 20 Others Taken to 
Hospitals After Collapse 
of Huge Span in Con- 
necticut. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 4 (AP). 
—A section of the new bridge from 
Hartford to East Hartford across 
the Connecticut River collapsed 
today, and about 30 workmen 
\plunged 90 feet into the water. 

More than an hour after the 
collapse, State Police headquarters 
said they understood between 10 
and 12 men were missing and that 
about 20 had been taken to hos- 
pitals. 

A group of divers from. the 
United States submarine base at 
New London, escorted by State po- 
lice cars, was rushed to the scene. 

A squad wagon carried. eight 
divers and was closely followed by 
a truck with diving equipment. 
Two Coast Guard cutters also were 
started to the scene from New 
London. 

Witnesses said two huge girders, 
joined together to make a section 
222 feet long and weighing 260 
tons, buckled while being put into 
place by a 167-ton crahe. 

Both the girders and crane fell 
into’ the. river. The girders were 
to have been the first river .sec- 
tion of the bridge. 

The first body was pulled from 
the river by workmen with grap- 
pling hooks. 

A tugboat nearby in the river 
when the section collapsed picked 
up several of the workmen. Most 
of them were still conscious when 
brought ashore.

Meyers based his letter on one 
written by Baer and published on 
the Post-Dispatch editorial page 
Nov. 18, advocating measures for 


| stabilizing the downtown area, and 


referring to a news article on the 
measures taken to meet a similar 
situation in downtown Baltimore. 

“Mayor Becker has recently an- 
nounced,” Meyers said, “that he 
plans to appoint a citizens’ commit- 
tee to get behind development of 
the Jefferson Memorial River 
Front National Park, with a view 
to workifg out a plan to help 
solve the parking problem and de- 
veloping Third street. I am quite 
sure that it is on his agenda, and 
will possibly start by the early part 
of 1942. 

Suggests Parking on Levee. 

“TI also believe that it would be 
possible to develop parking plans 
on the paved part of the levee, di- 
rectly east. of the downtown con- 
gested district. There is no reason 
why this could not be developed to 
a point where bus service would be 
feasible.” 

The Mayor said to reporters that: 
he approved Meyers’ letter, and 
was particularly mterested in traf⸗ 
fic and parking problems at the 
river front park site. He said vis- 
iting Congressmen told him yester- 
day there was little likelihood of 
further appropriations for the 
park until the national emergency 
is over. This, he said, would add 
to the desirability of the plan for 
use of the north end of the park 
from Third street east, five city 
blocks, as a free parking space, to 
be reached by bus service, He has 
requested the Nationa] Park Serv- 
ice to permit such use of that part 
of the park. 

It is not now likely, he said to- 
day, that any use of that part of 
the park for any building purpose 
will be required soon. 

Director Meyers mentioned the 
recent resurfacing of Main and 
Second streets, from Washington 
avenue to Carr street, and of Del- 
mar boulevard, Liicas and Frank- 
lin avenues and Carr street, from 
Main to Third street. These for- 
mer cobblestone streets were sur- 
faced with asphalt, to facilitate 
traffic to the riverfront, and north 
and south through the riverfront 
area. Similar street improvements 
are planned south of the memorial 
park, Meyers added. 

“There are many plans that can 
be developed by an alert, interested 
downtown group,” Meyers said. 
“For example, they can (1) get to- 
gether on the parking problems; 
(2) stagger the hours at which 
their employes come to work and 
go home—this would greatly re- 
lieve congestion in the morning 
and evening. 

For Widening of Third Street. 

“Many other improvements could 
be made with the united support 
of the downtown group, the most 
important one being the comple- 
tion of the Jefferson Memorial and 
the widening of Third street.

SOVIET TRA

From Hango, Which Is). 


Reoccupied by Finns, 


BERLIN, Dec. 4 (AP). — Six 


— Russian men and officers 
were captured when the troopship 


Hango to Leningrad was damaged 
by a German-Finnish mine bar- 
rage and was taken in tow by two 
Nazi patrol boats, the high com- 
mand announced today. — 

The Germans also reported Finn- 
ish troops had re-occupied Hango, 
a naval base and fort at the en- 
trance to the Gulf of Finland 
which Russia leased in the settle- 
ment of the 1939-40 Russian-Finn- 
ish war. 

In flight from Hango the 12,000- 
ton Soviet troopship Stalin was 
damaged by three mines, a com- 
munigue said. Two Nazi boats 
with a total crew of 80 men then 
towed ‘it to a German base. A 

(The Finnish version said the 
ship ran up the white flag after 
being damaged by shelling.) 

Murmansk Railway Bombed. 

The communique declared the 
German air forte had destroyed 
a section of the Murmansk rail- 
way in the north, and bombed 
Leningrad day and night. The 
high command said fresh Rus- 
sian attempts to break out of the 
siege lines before Leningrad had 
been frustrated. 

(The British radio said the So- 
viet cruiser Kirov, which the Ger- 
mans claimed to have sunk, had 
been maneuvered into position off 
Leningrad and was shelling Ger- 
man lines.) 

Military — — said despite 
tremendous losses, Soviet troops 
still were attacking in force west 
of Rostov and in the Donets Basin 
and German troops were reported 
fighting back in a defensive stand. 
The dispatches reported Italian 
and Slovak units had been 
brought into the fight and the 
Russians were being stopped.

FINNS REPORT MUCH 
OF HANGO IN RUINS 


HELSINKI, Dec. 4 (AP).—Rus- 
sians are withdrawing from the’ 
Hango naval base—a pawn of 1940 
peace terms—in the hope of escap- 
ing to Leningrad before winter ice 
closes the Gulf of Finland, Finnish 
spokesmen said today. 

The Government asserted the re- 
gions recaptured by Finland's 
troops, including part of Hango 
Peninsula off the southwest coast 
of Finland and a number of small 
islands nearby, were “on the whole 
utterly devastated and there are 
mines and traps everywhere.” 

Small rear-guard units of the 
Russian garrison on Hango penin- 
sula kept up a delaying fire today 
from scattered fortified positions, 
covering the withdrawal of the 
main force, while Finnish troops 
inched forward in reoccupation, it 
was reported in dispatches. 

Hango has been battered from 
both Finnish and Estonian bases 
for months. Soviet naval guns 
swept the Finnish mainland and 
channels far at sea.

The industry in 1941 will produce 
nearly 20,000 planes, Jouett added, 
and will be called on to put out 
nearly 100,000 warplanes during the 
next two years. These planes, he 
asserted, “will prove to be, beyond 
any question, the deciding factor 
in this war.” . 

His estimate of aircraft engine 
horsepower output each month was 
equivalent to that needed for 1000 
heavy, four-éngine bombers or for 
3000 to 6000 single-engine or multi- 
engine pursuit interceptors. 

He disclosed that aircraft plant 
employment had risen from 193,000 
a year ago to 390,000. Payrolls are 
expected to exceed 500,000 persons 
before the expansion program is 
completed. 

“Our manufacturers,” said Jou- 
ett, “either have in the design 
stage or are actually experiment- 
ing with no less than 40 new mod- 
els of muitary aircraft.”

“The joint board is convinced 
that the first major objective of 
the United States and its associ- 
ates should be the complete defeat 
of Nazi Germany. An inconclu- 
sive peace between Germany and 
her present military enemies would 
be likely to give Germany an op- 
portunity to reorganize continental 
Europe and replenish her strength. 

“Even though the British com- 
monwealth and Russia were com- 
pletely defeated, there would be im- 
portant reasons for the United 
States to continue the war against 
Germany in spite of the greatly in- 
creased difficulty of obtaining 
final victory, 

“From this it follows that the 
principal strategic method em- 
ployed by the United States in the 
immediate future should be the ma- 
terial support of the present mili- 
tary operations against Germany. 
and their re-enforcement by active 
participation in the war by the 
United States, while holding Japan 
in check pending future develop- 
ments. Necessarily only small 
army contingents are now suffi- 
clently equipped and trained for 
immediate participation in offen- 
sive operations. 


“Only Armies Can Likely Win.” 


“Except in the case of Russia 
the principal strength of the asso- 
ciated powers is in naval and air 
categories. Naval and air power 
may prevent wars from being lost 
and by weakening the enemy’s 
strength may greatly contribute to 
victory. By themselves, however, 
naval and air forces seldom, if 
ever, win important wars. It 
should be recognized as an almost 
invariable rule that only land 
armies can likely win wars. 

“It is out of the question to ex- 
pect the United States and its as- 
sociates to undertake in the near 
future a substantial and success- 
ful land offensive against the cen- 
ter of the German power. It being 
obvious that the associated powers 
cannot defeat Germany by de- 
fensive operations, effective stra- 
tegic offensive methods other than 
an early land offensive in Europe 
must be employed. 

“These methods may be found 
in a continuation of the economic 
blockade; the prosecution of land 
offensives in distant regions where 
German troops can excel only with 
a fraction of their total strength; 
air and sea offensives against Ger- 
many’s military, economic and in- 
dustrial resources; and the support 
of subversive activity in the con- 
quered territories.” 

Objectives Listed. 

The Tribune's story, said the re- 
port listed among objectives of the 
United States: 

“Prevention of the destruction 
of the British empire; prevention

Texas Aggies No. 
Surprises of Year 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (AP).—Oregon State, Texas A..& M., Vander- 
bilt, Notre Dame and Army—these were 1941 college football teams 
which showed unexpected strength. Colgate, Tulane, Texas, Stanford 


and Colorado—were teams which failed to live up to their advance 


promise. 


The 10 teams listed, five on the 
“up” and five on the “down” side, 
are the most prominent examples 
from an annual Associated Press 
survey designed to show how 
closely football follows pre-season 
ratings. The survey shows there 
were just about as many, from 
coast to coast, on the right side of 
the ledger as on the wrong. 

Since they will be playing in 
Bowl wames on New Year’s day, 
Oregon State and Texas A. and 
M. are perhaps the No. 1 “sur- 
prise” champions of the year. 

Neither had been ratéd a con- 
tender in its conference race (the 
experts picked the Aggies for fifth 
in the Southwest), yet each came 
through handsomely. Oregon State, 
behind a stout defense, fought its 
way into the Rose Bowl, and the 
Aggies, chiefly through the unex- 
pected development of Derace 
Moser as the conference's best for- 
ward passer, became the first suc- 
cessful defending champions in 
Southwest history and earned a 
Cotton Bowl berth. 

Each section had its surprises 
and its disappointments.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. ‘Dec. 4 
(AP).—In a move aimed at relaxa- 
tion of Commissioner Kenesaw M. 
Landis’ resitrictions on chain sys- 
tems control of ball players, the 
minor leagues voted unanimously 
today to change the major-minor 
rule covering reacquisition of con- 
tracts. 

The action must be approved by 
the majors and by Landis, 

The rule agreed to today by the 
minors wéuld provide that optional 
service would not be charged 
against a player being advanced to 
higher classifications through af- 
filiated clubs. 

It is a modified version of one 
of the amendments dramatically 
overruled by Landis at the winter 
meetings at Cincinnati two years 
ago. It is different from the com- 
promise which the commisioner 
and club owners reached at Belle- 
air, Fla. before the 1940 -season 
in that it allows the chains to con- 
trol players as long as they are 
being advanced instead of the pres- 
ent four-year limit which makes no 
distinction between moving play- 
ers up or down. 

Landis, who usually attends the 
minor league conventions, was un- 
able to come here but will have 
his chance to approve or disap- 
prove the move when the major 
leagues meet at Chicago next week,

B ancient United sheds “Kellie and 


Daughters of Africa Plans to 
Continue as Fraternal Body. 


Members of the Ancient United 
Knights and Daughters of Africa 
love a parade and wouldn’t have 
any use for their costly and color- 
ful lodge uniforms if the organi- 


gation disbanded. 
Therefore, the organization will 


continue in existence as a Negro 
fraternal order, despite a court 
action filed by the State Insur- 
ance Department to prevent its 


continuance in business, Justice 
of the Peace Crittenden E. Clark, 
national grand master, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

“The Insurance Department's 
action is a friendly one,” Clark 
said, “and I don’t think we'll re- 
sist it. As a matter of fact, the 
order decided at its last national 

meeting in Chicago that we would 
have to liquidate our insurance 
feature, and we haven't been ac- 
cepting any new members for 
several months.” 

Payments of $125 to the families 
of deceased members, was pledged 
by the 35-year-old lodge, founded 
by the late William Herbert Fields, 
who operated a barber shop at 
Washington and Jefferson avenues 
before his work as grand master 
and national organizer became a 
full-time job, Clark said. 

Grew to 750 Chapters. 

Under Fields’ leadership, the 
lodge grew to a membership of 
95.000, with 750 chapters through- 
out the country. St. Louis, with 
several chapters, became national 
headquarters. Every year, the de- 
parture of the local delegates for 
their national convention accom- 
panied by two gaily costumed 
bands and three drum and bugle 
corps, was a festive occasion, Two 
special trains were required for 
the delegation.

“It is fitting that the anniversary of its adoption should be 
remembered by the nation which, for 150 years, has enjoyed the 
immeasurable *privileges which that charter guaranteed: The 
privileges of freedom of religion, freedom of speech, freedom of 
the press, freedom of assembly and the free right to petition 
the Government for redress of grievances. 

“It is especially fitting that this anniversary shpuld be 
remembered and observed by those institutions of à democratic 
people which owe their very existence to the guarantees of the 
Bill of Rights: The free schools, the free churches, the labor 
unions, the religious and educational and civic organizations of 
all kinds which,. without the guarantee of the Bill of Rights, 
never could have existed; which sicken and disappear whenever, 
in any country, these rights are curtailed or withdrawn. 

“The fifteenth day of December, 1941, is therefore set apart 
as a day for mobilization for freedom and for human rights, a 
day of remembrance of the democratic and peaceful action by 
which these rights were gained, a day of reassessment of their 
present meaning and their living worth. 
é 6 HOSE who have long enjoyed such privileges as we en- 
T ier forget in time that men have died to win them. They 
come in time to take these rights for granted and to as- 
sume their protection is assured. We, however, who have seen 
these privileges lost in other continents and other countries can 
now appreciate their meaning to those people who enjoyed them 
once and now no longer can. We understand in some measures 
what their loss can mean. And by that realization we have come 
to a clearer conception of their worth to us, and to a stronger 
and more unalterable determination that here in our land they 
shall not be lost or weakened or curtailed. 

“It is to give public expression and outward form to that 
understanding and that determination that we are about to 
commemorate the adoption of the Bill of Rights, and. rededicate 
its principles and its practice.”

T IS NOT inapropos at this 

time to point out a few paral- 
lels that reveal the great danger 
of false alliances in internal poli- 
tics, in a time of crisis. For these 
false alliances, made for the pur- 
pose of a common opposition, but 
without the fundaments of com- 
mon purpose, have invariably end- 
ed with the radical group destroy- 
ing its fellow travelers. 


There was the false alliance of 
the German conservatives with the 
German Nazis.

Gen. Wood, who is a patriot, and 
who believes that this country is 
not strong enough for war, must 
ask himself whether the speeches 
of Mr. Lindbergh and the public 
spectacle of the black-robed pick- 
eting “mothers,” and the dissem- 
ination of calls for the impeach- 
ment of the President, and the ex- 
ploitation of America First by all 
the para-Fascist leaders and groups 
is making America stronger or 
weaker—stronger or weaker for 
whatever may emerge. If the an- 
swer is “weaker,” then the General 
is in a false alliance, as I believe 
him to be. 

* * + 


HERE is no such thing as 100 

per cent unity, but there ought 
to be such a thing as a nego- 
tiated peace—why not begin first 
in America, which desperately 
needs .a negotiated internal peace— 
between, let us say, Mr. Hoover 
and myself. We both hate Fascism 
and love America. That is more 
than can be said of Mr. Lindbergh. 


A democracy can only survive 
the present world crisis on the 
broadest possible basis of agree- 
ment, and the patriot seeks con- 
tinually areas for agreement, not 
for disunion. No doubt 80 per cent 
of the people of this country hope 
to avoid war but it is also true 
that as large a proportion want to 
see Hitlerism defeated and a con- 
structive solution in the Far East. 
The range of choice is therefore 
limited, and determined by events 
and realities, not by abstract 
wishes. The areas of agreement 
are infinitely larger than the areas 
of disagreement, if first things are 
put first—yes, if America is put 
first. 

— * 

ND these areas of agreement 

are essential even in order to 
maintain a vigorously construc- 
tive opposition. For there are 
many things to be opposed in the 
conduct of our policy. I should 
like to see Mr. Willkie, for instance, 
launch out and excoriate some ‘of 
the procedures in Washington. But 
Mr. Willkie must rightly feel hesi- 
tant to do so, when the policy 
itself is in continual question. 


This country has enemies within 
its gates. But they can only be- 
come powerful insofar as they are 
able to exploit disagreements be- 
tween: those who are, essentially, 
friends, and will prove to be friends 
in a showdown—unless disagree- 
ments have grown into cleavages, 
and acrimonies become exaggerat- 
ed out of all hope of peace. 


And a thousand times better war 
with a foreign foe than that. Then 
the walls of the structure begin to 
part, and the building of our home 
to tumble, and the slightest push 
from outside will bring it down.

Restrictions of Camp Life Also Are Irksome,| 
But Many Spare-Time Activities Have} 
Been Added, and New Commander Is} 


Liberal With Passes.

CAMP ROBINSON, Ark., Dec. 4. 
HERE seems tobe little doubt that most of the draftees and a 
goodly number of the Natiénal Guardsmen at Camp “Robinson 
would like to get out of the army,.but this fact has curiously little 


to do with the morale of the soldiers, which has taken large leaps 


ypward since last summer. 

There is nothing more sensitive 
these days than an army officer on 
the subject of morale, and nothing 
more boring than the officer who 
tells you pointblank that morale 
js good because he says 80. Al- 
though almost no officer will admit 
it, the flood of newspaper and 
magazine articles on the state of 

e in late summer and early 
fall prodded the army into taking 
definite steps to improve the 
gpirits of the men. 

Morale on the field of battle 
might be expressed in the time- 
honored phrase that it is “the 
thing which makes a soldier make 
the seventh and eighth counter- 
charge.” But in camp, with not 
even a declaration of war in ef- 
fect, morale is something else. It 
ig the spirit which moves a soldier 
» make the best of a bad situa- 
tion. Call it adaptability, or ad- 
fustment to environment, it’s what 
permits the soldier to take things 
as they come with not too much 


grumbling. — 
Men Want More Training. 


Grumbling there is, but the ob- 
Yect of the complaints has shifted. 
It is not so much about just being 
in the army, or about food and 
lodging, as about inactivity and 
not learning the tactics of, blitz 
warfare fast enough. Most of the 
fgoldiers, having adjusted them- 
gelves to the fact that they’re in 
the army for better or worse—and 
with desertion far from the minds 
of the overwhelming majority — 
want to make the best use of their 
time. 

It seems to be about time that 
the army discard the old wheeze 
that “a man isn’t a good soldier 
unless he gripes.” There is no rea- 
son why a man at least moderately 
happy in his job shouldn’t make a 
better soldier as he makes a bet- 
ter civilian employe. A good deal 
of army griping, as a matter of 
fact, is the same sort of talk you 
can hear around any, factory or of- 
fice—that this foreman (or Ser- 
geant) is incompetent, or that 
straw boss (or Lieutenant) is vin- 
dictive. 

Aside from this, the soldiers are 
restive about their restrictions, 
which is but a natural feeling. 
They look back on their civil life 
when they came and went as they 
pleased, did more or less what they 
wanted, quit their jobs if they felt 
like it. 

One of the privates held forth at 
great length on this freedom in 
civil life and compared it with the 
rules of the army. It wasn’t so 
much that he had to be in at cer- 
tain hours, it was that in civil life 
he could tell his boss or his fore- 
man to go to blazes, if he felt like 
it, and chuck his job. You can’t 
tell that to your top sergeant with- 
out taking the consequences, An- 
other private reminded him that 
very few people in civil life did 
that, that a great number get into 
a rut of their own accord much 
the same way the soldier is in a 
daily rut. 

“But in civil life you can quit 
your job if you want to,” the first 
soldier said. “You can at least 
Say you're going to. In the army 
you can’t even think about such 
® thing.” The luxury, or nar- 
cotic, of promising yourself that 
you're going to do bigger things 
is absent in army life, and the 
soldiers miss it. |

of several things to do in his spare 
time. And choice doesn't neces- 
sarily mean a juke joint. ‘Last 
week 2500 soldiers paid to hear a 
symphony concert at camp. 

One of the first orders of Maj. 
Gen. William Hood Simpson when 
he took command of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Nebraska troops in the 
Thirty-fifth Division in October 
was to allow all men three over- 
night passes a week. Since the 
soldiers are free on Saturday aft- 
ernoon and Sunday, this permits 
almost all who want and can af- 
ford it to go home over week ends. 
It also gives all except the most 
devoted pleasure-seekers about as 
many nights in Little Rock as 
they want. 

Little Rock, just seven miles 
away, has realized by now that 
the camp is something more than 


just a passing show, and has be-/} 


gun to stir itself to make the 
soldiers feel they are part of the 
city. More than that, the people 
have finally found out that the 
boys in uniform are much the 
same as their own sons, just a bit 
lonelier, and have begun to treat 
them as such. 

Girls from Little Rock throng 
the dances given for soldiers at 
the city auditorium and at the 
Service: Club at the camp. One 
inquiring soldier spent a good part 
of a recent dance tagging as many 
girls as he could and asking each 
one: “What do you think of the 
army?” 

The predominant answer was: 
“I like it, but mother isn’t quite 
sure.” 

Mother is slowly beginning to 
find out, especially if she has had 
some. soldiers to dinner, that a 
clerk or college student or truck 
driver from Missouri or Kansas 
is about the same as those at 
home and can be trusted in the 
same degree. Her daughter has 
discovered that the percentage of 
healthy, energetic and handsome 
males is higher in the army than 
in civilian life. 


Lesson in Location. 


There is a lesson in this for 
builders of future army camps. 
Put the posts near a town large 
enough to absorb the soldiers but 
small enough to become enthusias- 
tic about them. Officers and men 
at Camp Robinson are quick to 
point out that Life Magazine’s re- 
port on low army morale last Aug- 
ust was based on a sampling of 
life at Fort McClellan, an encamp- 
ment of 60,000 men, near Annis- 
ton, Ala., a town of 25,000. Little 
Rock’s 90,000 have fairly well mas- 
tered the job of providing for Camp 
Robinson’s 20,000. 

Some other points which im- 
proved morale since August are: 

The entire division was on 
maneuvers, which finally gave the 
men work which they could “get 
their teeth into.” 

After maneuvers they all had 
15-day furloughs, and they are now 
looking forward to 10-day _ fur- 
loughs at Christmas or New 
Year’s. 

Small but important details. of 
everyday life have been improved. 
The laundry concession was taken 
away from the canteens, which 
had been overcharging, and laun- 
dry is now handled by company 
mess sergeants. Most companies 
get a rate of $2.45 per month per 
man. A private can now cash a 
check at the canteen if any of- 
ficer in his company countersigns 
it. Formerly it needed the signa- 
ture of the company commander— 
who wasn’t always around—and,

I can tell you here, gentlemen, that the Navy 
does not underestimate Japan’s power. 
Navy understands, and is thoroughly prepared to 
face the fact that, in the regrettable event of 
trouble in the Pacific, that trouble will not be a 
minor one. 


been considered either a pacifist or a pessimist in 
his view of American foreign policy. Yet he, too, 
struck a grave note on Far Eastern affairs at his 
press conference yesterday, Questioned as to the 
comparative tonnage of the American and Japanese 
fleets, he replied slowly: “I don’t know it myself. 
They (the Japanese) have been very successful in 
keeping this sort of information secret.” 

Obviously, if we don’t know Japan’s strength, 
cocksure statements about a quick victory can have 
no foundation. . 

Japan’s naval strength is one of the world’s deep- 
est and darkest mysteries. Since Japan, back in 
1934, announced its withdrawal from all naval limita- 
tion agreements, its shipbuilding operations have 
been a closely guarded secret. Estimates are pub- 
lished by naval observers from time to time, but 
they are mere guesswork. They agree only in 
crediting the Japanese with considerable strength. 
One authoritative source in London said six weeks 
ago: “The Japanese Navy is very powerful, efficient 
and well-manned, and very strong against attack, 
but extremely susceptible to economic blockade.” 

The Japanese began building in earnest some years 
before either Britain or America stepped up their 
naval programs to any serious extent. It is safe to 
assume that Japan’s shipyards have been pushed at 
full speed, since its diplomats gave up the long fight 
for a “parity” agreement and decided to attain it 
without a treaty. 

The Japanese are supposed by one observer to have 
10 battleships and one near completion, while the 
United States had 12 battleships in the Pacific before 
the Atlantic crisis began. (The number is doubtless 
fewer now). The American ships are slower than 
the Japanese, but more heavily armored and have 
greater fire power. It is reported that Japan has 
|launched three or more battleships of more than 
40,000 tons, and is about to commission three “super- 
cruisers” or pocket battleships, superior to our heavy 
cruisers. 

Japan has one great advantage: the fact that its 
interests and its fighting forces are concentrated in 
one ocean, while those of America and Britain are 
scattered. The Japanese would be fighting in or 
near their own waters, while American ships would 
be thousands of miles from their bases. Pertinent to 
this situation is the old axiom that a fleet ortside 
the range of its bases loses 40 per cent of its ef- 
ficiency. 

How many American vessels could be spared from 
the Battle of the Atlantic would be a grave prob- 
lem. British warships would co-operate in a naval 
war, but England also must think of the Battle 
of the Atlantic, the Battle of the Mediterranean and 
home defense. ‘The Japanese have been busy for 
years building air and naval bases on their string 
of mandated Pacific islands, scattered through the 
potential war zone. The United States has two 
Pacific bases: Hawaii, 3400 miles from Yokohama, 
and Manila, some 3000 miles from Yokohama and 
1500 miles from the British base at Singapore. 

Advocates of an early “settlement” with Japan 
make a strong point of that country’s exhaustion in 
the four-year war with China. This may be a valid 
argument so far as the Japanese Army and general 
economic conditions are concerned, but it does not 
apply to the fleet. Japan’s Navy has played only an 
insignificant part in the long war with China, and is 
stronger than before that conflict began. 

All in all, this country doubtless has the resources 
and the staying power to defeat Japan eventually in 
a naval war. It would probably be a long war, how- 
ever; a costly war, a difficult war. Strength is 
on the side of America; strategy on the side of 
Japan. Meanwhile, with our two-ocean fleet still two 
or three years from completion, we would perforce 
relax our naval effort in the Atlantic, and the ship- 
ment of war supplies to Britain would suffer. 

These must be the factors which high Navy De- 
partment officials are considering when they make 
their sober statements on the threatened war.

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GOING UP! 

Prices are going up, as every housewife knows 
from her visits to the grocery store or butcher shop. 
Just how much they are going up the country now 
learns from Leon Henderson, Federal Price Adminis- 
trator. 

The cost of living has increased 11 per cent since 
the nationa@® emergency began, Mr. Henderson says. 
The end is not in sight, for he expects a continued 
rise at the rate of 1% per cent a month, which 


cent will be burdening every housewife, every wage 
earner, every American citizen. 

How many Americans are prepared to cope with 
this steady increase in living costs? How many 
can expect an increase of 1% per cent a month in 
their wages? Very few. How many can expect a 
gain of 1% per cent a month from fixed invest- 
ments? Still fewer. How many can expect such a 
gain from their businesses? Only the lucky ones. 

Mr. Henderson’s figures, and the many other com- 
pilations of recent months, mean that inflation is 
upon the country. ‘The tragedy is that little or 
nothing has been done to avert this trend, and all 
its disastrous tendencies. —

methods in the schools; that we should 
educate the youth of the country in freedom 
for participation in a free society.

From Boredom in the 


Maz Eastman in the Atlantic Monthly. 


OHN DEWEY has just had his eighty- 

second birthday, but there is not a 
quaver in his voice or a quiver in his hand- 
writing. 

John Dewey, let me remind you, is the 
man who saved our children from dying of 
boredom as we almost did in school. The 
Encyclopedia Britannica in its article on 
“Education” puts it less succinctly:

These es, 
largely due to the teachings of John Dewey, 
have become dominant purposes of the 
American elementary school of the twen- 
tieth century.” 

That is half of who John Dewey is, and 
the other half is a philosopher in the tech- 
nical ‘sense—a man who makes his living 
arguing about such questions as “How We 
Think” and “What Does Thought Do to Be- 
ing?” The University of Paris, in confer- 
ring a degree upon him in 1930, described 
him as “the most profound and complete 
——— of American genius.”

For two hours the question had 
been thoroughly considered, first 
in a debate by two young.men and 
women, then in impromptu talks 
by those in the audience. 

Speakers Divided. 

Almost everyone, it seemed, had 
something to say on the subject. 
The speakers appeared evenly di- 
vided; both over the issue and as 
to boy or girl. There was no levity; 
the young men and women spoke 
with an earnestness that indicated 
they had thought deeply on the 
question. , 

“I know it'll mean I’m going if 
we get into it,” said a youth wear- 
ing a neat business suit, “but I’m 
firm in my conviction that if I’m 
to live the way I do now we have 
to beat Hitler.” 

When he sat down, another 
young man got up and said: “Let’s 
not take that long boat ride.” This 
was seconded by a tall young man 
wearing glasses. 

A young woman declared: “I 
hate to speak on the pro-side be- 
cause it has taken me a long time 
to come over, but I think it’s neces- 
sary that. we go to war.” 

Some for Middle Road. 

Several speakers, insisting they 
were not isolationists even though 
they did not favor active entry 
into the war, advocated “a middle 
road.” This, they said, was the 
building up of a strong American 
defense. 

A supporter for United States’ 
participation was a young man 
born in America of Japanese par- 
ents. “I’m in tne dawn of life,” 
he said solemnly, “but I feel it is 
our war. It’s aur place as intelli- 
gent, life-loving people to fight 
evils. Evil must be met not by 
talk alone but by action.”

The proclaimed list contained 
the names of 20 firms in Argen- 
tina, 23 in Bolivia, 10 in Chile, 34 
in Colombia, 10 in Costa Rica, 11 
in Guatemala, seven in, Haiti, four 
in Peru, three each in Salvador 
and Venezuela, two in Ecuador, 
Panama, Paraguay and Uruguay 
and one in the Dominican Repub- 
lic and Honduras. 
: Most of the names of the indi- 
viduals and firms listed indicate 
they are of German, Italian or 
Spanish origin. 

At the same time. the names of 
10 individuals and firms were de- 
leted from the blacklist, including 
five in Mexico, four in Colombia, 
and one each in Brazil, Cuba and 
Honduras. 

Previous announcements have 
made it clear that the names of 
any firms blacklisted would be de- 
leted from the proclaimed list if 
and when they ceased. practices 
considered detrimental to Ameri- 
can interests. 

The State Department, in pro- 
claiming the original .blacklist on 
July 17, said the list would consist 
of “persons deemed to be acting 
for the benefit of Germany or 
Italy or nationals of those coun- 
tries, and ‘persons to whom the 
exportation, directly or indirectly, 
of various articles or materials, is 
deemed to be detrimental to the 
interests of national defense.” 

No articles covered by export 
control regulations may be export- 
ed to persons or firms named on 
such a list, it was announced, and 
persons or firms listed will be 
treated as though they were na- 
tionals of Germany or Italy in the 
freezing of funds they may have 
in this country.

FLANNERY SAYS NAZIS. 
STILL TALK OF VICTORY 


Former Berlin Correspondent 
Asserts Hope of Early Break » 
in Germany Is False. 


_Any expectation of an early 
break in Germany’s morale or 
fighting power was declared wish- 
ful thinking last night in a talk 
at the Municipal Auditorium by 
Harry W. Flannery, former KMOX 
news commentator, who has just 
returned from Berlin after 11 
months as correspondent of the 
Columbia Broadcasting System. 
“The German people are suffer- 
ing great psychological and phys- 
ical strains,” declared Flannery. 
“But they have steeled themselves 
to further suffering in the belief 


that the war will not. be over as 
soon as was originally expected.” 

Flannery said the Germans atill 
talk of ultimate victory. There is 
an’ increasing number, also, who 
talk hopefully of a compromise 
peace, he added. 

Asserting that the United States 
is in a sense to blame for the 
present war because of its reluc- 
tance to participate more fully in 
the last peace, Flannery added, 
“We should either fight for peace 
in Europe now or not at all. The 
fact is we are in the war; we must 
win it; and we must carry on in 
Europe after that.” " 

People Look Robust. 


In describing conditions in Ger- 
many, Flannery said German peo- 
ple look well fed, even robust, de- 
spite the serious shortage of many 
kinds of food. 

The yearning for food, particu- 
larly coffee, is so great, he assert- 
ed, that marked enthusiasm was 
expressed by the people at a Gov- 
ernment announcement allowing 
rationing of two ounces of coffee 
per person.as a Christmas gift this 
year, Coffee, he said, sells at 
about $20 a pound and is generally 
regarded as more desirable than 
money.

Germany was bombed heavily in 
the last year. Iie said there was 
surprisingly little damage. 

The Germans, within the last 
year’or so, he said, have erected 
numerous fake buildings, fake 
fields of wire and canvas covering 
important landmarks, and in one 
case a fake river island which 
really covered a giant factory of 
some kind. :

Leftover — and Bones 
Foundation in Tasty 
Soup. 


There’s much to be said in favor 
of the old-fashioned soup tureen. 
Time was when soup-making was 
a household art and the knack of 
making real “stick-to-the-ribs” 
soups was part of the culinary 
training of every young woman. 

Then came the time of new 
lightweight cooking utensils, speed 
cooking and hurry-up meals, and 
the modern canned soups replaced 
the home-made ones. Good as 
these canned soups. are, we still 
like to think that more and more 
women are again learning to con- 
vert the ham bone into black bean 
soup, the rib bones of the rolled 
roast into a savory barley beef 
soup and to remember to buy a 
pound or so of oxtail joints for a 
rich-flavored oxtail soup. 

So often the refrigerator yields 
a few left-over vegetables, celery 
tops and a little green pepper, and 
with a bit of diced onions, some 
canned tomatoes and a soup bone, 
all the ingredients are ready for a 
vegetable soup worthy of high 
praise. 

For soup-making, one needs a 
heavy kettle or “pot,” so that the 
broth may simmer ever so gently. 
This is no time for a rollicking 
boil. In the vernacular of an old 
French cookbook, the pot must 
smile, not laugh. 

For a soup base, use bones with 
marrow. A little meat gives added 
body and nutritive value, but. too 
much meat produces a flavor too 
intense for most palates. 

A brown stock is made by brown- 
jing the meat and usually a little 
ne onion in lard or drippings 
before adding the water. 

For service, use a big, colorful 
bowl, or, better yet, a soup tureen 
at the table. Ladle the soup out 
into big, old-fashioned soup plates. 

Be generous and hearty. We 
suggest good, old-fashioned soup, 
fruit salad, bacon or minced ham 
sandwiches and coffee as a homey 


dinner most folks will like. 


Vegetable Soup. 
Three to four pound beef soup 
bone. 
Two quarts cold water. 
One small onion. 
One teaspoon salt.

This unusual inland harbor has 
area for anchorage of more than 
50 large vessels in depths of 100 
feet or more, in a lagoon free from 
river current. 

Again Developing Rubber. 
Once the world’s rubber center, 
the Amazon Valley again is being 
developed and may soon rank as 
the chief Western Hemisphere sup- 
plier, It is the-only Western Hemi- 
sphere source of crude rubber. 
The Belem area is well defended 
by river forts, above and below 
the city. Six hundred miles from 
the ocean, on a 50-foot high bank 
overlooking a narrow curve of the 
river, is Forte de Obidos, with bat- 
teries of heavy cannon and a reg- 
ular garrison of 200 men. 
Near the city of Santarem, 516 
miles above Belem, is Henry Ford’s 
chief center for rubber production 
on a large scale. The huge con- 
cession now has roads, an electric 
power plant, its own. telephone 
system, hospital and schools. 
Japanese have been trying to 
colonize certain parts of Ama- 
zonas. Near the city of Parintins, 
679 miles from Belem, a recent 
colony of 400 was established. 
Germans are scarce in this area. 
In Belem, where they are most 
numerous, the German colony has 
not more than 200 members.

Guerrilla Army Said to Be 
Withstanding Full-Scale 
Attack, Supported by 
Planes and Tanks. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 4 (AP).—Yugo- 
slav guerrilla fighters, holding the 
town of Rudnik, have caused more 
than 600 casualties among German 
and Italian troops besieging them, 
the Moscow radio said today. 

(The British radio said Yugo- 
slav guerrillas captured and exe- 
cuted a Serb “Quisling” General 
yesterday.) 


CAIRO, Dec. 4 (AP). — Three 
Axis divisions (45,000 men) and the 
unconquered guerrilla forces of 
Gen, Draja Mihailovic were report- 
ed by exiled Serb leaders here to 
be locked in battle in the Morava 
Valley of Yugoslavia. 

Supported by tanks and aircraft, 
a Serb communique said, the Axis 
divisions launched Tuesday “what 
appears to be a general offensive 
against our positions.” 

“Our forces under Gen. Draja 
Mihailovic are resisting successful- 
ly in the face of furious onslaughts, 
although in the sector of Uzice (a 
battle-torn town of 12,000 popula- 
tion) enemy tank attacks have 
obliged one of our units to with- 
draw,” the communique said. ° 

It was said that Serb partisans 
had carried out several successful 
operations in the Axis rear. 

“Qur troops are in high spirits,” 
the communique said. 


The Havas News Agency said to- 
day that 1500 persons were killed 
by an explosion of a munitions 
dump at Oujitza, Serbia, in a fight 
between guerrilla and Government 
troops. 

German forces in Yugoslavia 
were estimated in Istanbul dis- 
patches Nov. 29 to total five divi- 
sions, or about 75,000 men. 

The guerrilla army of Mihailovic, 
a former Colcnel in regular service 
of the kingdom, has been estimated 
at 80,000 men. 

Recent London dispatches quot- 
ed official announcements as say- 
ing 350,000 persons had died in 
mass executions within the nation 
since its fall. 

The Belgrade newspaper Novo 
Vreme said 954 persons had been 
killed, 174 wounded:and 547 cap- 
tured in battles with Axis-directed 
troops from July through October. 
All were termed Communists. -

SAFE DEPOSIT BOX 
TO GIVE UP FORMULA 
PUT AWAY IN 1929 


Permission to open a safe de- 
posit box and extract a secret for- 
mula for hardening steel by a 
heating process which presumably 
has lain there since the death of 
the inventor, Robert F. Reeves, in 
1929, was granted today by Circuit 
Judge William B. Flynn. 

Judge Flynn, conducting a hear- 
ing in a suit by 14 persons who

Banta Instructs Field Agents to Intensify In- 
vestigation, Stand on Findings, Resist | 
Pressure Groups.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 4— 
The State Social Security Depart- 
ment “faces definite challenges 
and they must be answered,” Ad- 
ministrator Parke M. Banta said 
today, in urging the department 
staff, in a conference here of dis- 
trict supervisors and city directors, 
to make an intensive reinvestiga- 
tion of old age pension rolls. 
Referring to criticism of low 
pension payments and charges 
that the rolls were overloaded with 
ineligible persons, Banta told his 
staff “we want the facts and 
upon those facts we will base our 
decisions, trying to administer this 
program as honestly and fairly as 
any agency, which must depend 
to a certain extent upon human 
judgment, can hope to do.” 

“If you have determined an ap- 
plicant, or a pension recipient, is 
eligible, or ineligible,” Banta said, 
“and some pressure group at- 
tempts to change that decision, 
stand firm on your knowledge of 
the facts and I will back you to 
the limit.” 

Staff “Has Done Good Job.” 
Banta said he was convinced 
the present staff had “done a 
good: job, in the face of low sal- 
aries, a huge staff turnover and 
other handicaps, such as the flood 
of new applications which 
swamped our offices when the old 
age assistance age.minimum was 
dropped from 70 years to 65.” 
“However,” Banta added, “I 
want no attitude of complacency 
in this organization.” Banta said 
Gov. .Forrest C. Donnell, before 
he recently appointed Banta as 
Social Security Administrator, said 
he wanted to know whether social 
security administrative costs wee 
too high, whether there were un- 


necessary delays in acting on pen- 


there was any considerable num- 
ber of ineligibles on the old age 
pension roll. 

Banta said he was satisfied that 
the administrative costs were, “if 
anything, too low,” and that mem- 
bers of the State Social Security 
Commission agreed with him. He 
said there had been a turnover of 
more than 700 of the department’s 
1600 employes in the last 10 
months, due largely to workers 
obtaining better paid or more at- 
tractive jobs. 

On Charges of Delay. 
An inadequate staff was the an- 
swer to charges of delay in act- 
ing on applications for pensions, 
Banta said. He declared the de- 
partment was just getting out 
from under the applications which 
piled up when the age minimum 
was lowered. 
In many of the counties applica- 
tions now are being handled on a 
current basis, as received, he said. 
He added that he thought that 
within about two months this con- 
dition would prevail in all of the 
counties. He said this would de- 
pend upon obtaining competent 
persons to replace qualified work- 
ers who had left the organization. 
“All of you are aware of the 
charges that there are a great 
many ineligibles on the_ rolls,” 
Banta said. “The huge load of 
pending applications, the turnover 
in staff, and other duties have 
prevented reinvestigfations being 
made as often as they should be. 
We must find ways and means to 
speed up our reinvestigations.” 
The Missouri old age pension roll 
for December carried the names 
of 117,132 pensioners, who were 
paid an average of $13.01 for the 
month,

‘Interesting to Note That 
American Defense Zone 
Now Embraces’ Near 
East,’ Berlin Comments. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s announcement 
that lease-lend aid is being extend- 
ed to Turkey was a subject of 
caustic comment among author- 
ized Germans today. 

“It is interesting to note the 
ever-expanding American defense 
zone now embraces the Near 
East,” one commentator said. 
“But, mark my word, the last 
word has not been spoken in this 
matter.” ; 

What Turkey will do about it, 
whether it might find President 
Roosevelt’s gesture embarrassing, 
was not discussed by authorities 
in responsible positions. 

The offer to Turkey was called 
an American thrust (“vorstoss’) 
into a region remote from “the 
legitimate sphere of American in- 
terests.” 

Of relations between Japan and 
the United States one authorized 
source said it “is not proper to 
speak of a crisis in the Far East.” 

“There cannot be a crisis in a 
region where a power of such 
strong nationalistic impulses as 
Japan has the situation firmly in 
hand,” he said. “The most that 
can be said is that there are 
powers outside which try to create 
a crisis.” . 

Berlin spokesmen offered no 
elaboration upon the talks of 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain 
and Reichsmarshal Hermann Wil- 
helm Goering, but intimated sub- 
stantial accomplishments in 
French-German relations. 

“There are things that remain 
unseen and they are not always 
worse,” said one.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP). — 
A new and deeper cut in produc- 
tion of household mechanical re- 


frigerators was ordered for Janu- 
ary and February today by Donald 
M. Nelson, Priorities. Director. 

' The cuts will range from 52 per 
cent, for the larger companies, to 
30 per cent for smaller concerns. 
The original curtailment, ordered 
in September, called for reduced 
output for the last five months 
of 1941 ranging from 29 to 45 per 
cent under the average factory 
sales of the 12 months prior to 
June 30. ° 

Companies have permission un- 
der today’s order to borrow from 
their January and February quo- 
tas to maintain a fairly high pro- 
duction level for the rest of this 
year, 

The program calls for a limit 
to 2,007,000 new refrigerators in 
the year beginning Aug. 1, as com- 
pared with 3,670,000 units produced 
in the year ended June 30. 

Defense officials, fearing a 
shortage of railroad equipment 
and rolling stock in 1942, are re- 
ported to be considering an allo- 
cation program to guarantee sup- 
plies of steel and other materials 
to car, locomotive and equipment 
builders. 

The program probably would re- 
strict passenger ahd Pullman car 
output sharply, it was steed, ir:

An Office 6f, Production Man- 
agement spokesman said railroad 
men had estimated that 900 loco- 
motives and about 160,000 freight 
cars must be built in 1942 to avoid 
possible freight jams.

Slogan of the American Navy,

Forced by public sentiment to 
leave Boston Harbor on June 1, 
1813 and engage the superior 
thirty-eight gun Shannon, the 
American vessel was compelled, 
after 15 minutes of the most des- 
perate resistance to the British 


broadsides, to strike her colors,

Hence, 
since declarer could have held at 
most A 9 8, there could be no loss 
in overtaking the queen. If Hast 
failed to overtake, West, with the 
mistaken idea that hearts was the 
declarer’s suit, might shift to a 
diamond or a club, and East was 
determined to make declarer break 
those suits for himself. 

What West actually would have 
returned never will be known, but 
the fact remains that East had 
protected himself against all 
eventualities. Overtaking with the 
heart king, East returned the 
heart jack. Declarer took his ace 
in a hurry, fearing that delay 
might result in its being ruffed 
away. He then laid down the ace 
and jack of clubs. East won the 
second round and hastily rid him- 
self of the high trump, then con- 
tinued with hearts. Declarer final- 
ly had to concede two diamond 
tricks, for an 800 point penalty.
